Rev. Mre. House Speaks Upon Sunday
Bascball and Other Preachers,

The Rev, T. M. Housa preached a sermon
Sunday c¢veningin reply to an interview with
him by a Herald reportor In regard to Sun-
day basoball playing, In which he was mis-
quoted, and also took up the cudgel against
the Rev. Charles W, Savidge, who has given
areprimand from the pulpit for the senti-
ments expressed in the published interview.
He announced his text from L Peter, iv. 5
UAnd above all things have fervent charity

among yourselyes, for charity covercth a
multitude of sins.”

U1 expect,” began the speaker, “to say
what perhaps you do not eéxpeoct to heur
me say to-night, First of all, I'm going to
preach o little sermon to myself from the
text 1 have named. In the exercise of
christian chavity we evinece the spirit of the
christinn  religion. Find a professod
christian who does not possess the spirit of
Christ's charity and you will find a hypo-
crite. As christians we should possess the
fruits of the spirit, such as love, peace, ete.
A do-nothing Cristian I8 no Christian at all,
We do not pretend to toll you what your par-
ticular duty may be, but you have a duty to
porform. We aro callod upon to exercise
our Christinn graces daily.

Wa are exhorted abave all things to put on
chuarity, which is the bond of perfectness, St.
Poter calls charity the grandest treait of
Christian character. Let us define charity.
I'irst, charity has the desire to sacrifice
itaclf; second, it has the desire to benefit
humnanity. Sacrifice in some form or other
is the impulse of love, both human and
divine. Love give; it does not hesitate, does
not stop short of the line marking the possi-
ble from the impossigle. He who is capable
of judging what a Chriatian minister's posi-
tion ought to be to his fellow-man, nover will
question that position unless in n charitabe
manner. Choarity may be cultivated by con-
templating the goodness of God. One who
wishes to become a painter studies the
works of preat masters, one who wishes
to become an orator studies the man-
ner and thoughts of recognized princes
of the realm of oratory, S0 o contomplat-
ing the gooduess of God we are bronght into
olose councotion with the rmentle Christ.
When you ask ministers of the gosble to be-
come detectives agd prosecutors of crimin-
als, I ask you, give me the instance where
our Lord Jesus Christ did that. Give us
more of the love of God, and when we meot
o wretch who has vielated law, instead of
serving him with a warrant from the police
court, show him brotherly aympathy, ex-
tend afriondly hand, give him to feel that

ou are a friend to him, aud have the desire
do him good.

But when ministers of the gospel become
wostitutors of their divine offlve by going
pto dens of infamy and peeping through cur-
teins ot tho polluting sights within, it isa
pitiful sight, God save us from such con-
temptibla littlencss !

The speaker then mentioned the faet that
his sentiments with respect to Sunday base
ball had peen misrepresented, and that the
intorview with & reporter for the Herald
was not correctly reported.

In thia conneetion the reverend gentleman
also read o lettor from w fellow minister
